Romulus city officials have 
applied for a $100,000 grant 
from the state of Michigan 
through the state Equity Prog¬ 
ram. Funds will be used to 
complete the restoration and 
site improvements at the 
Romulus Historical Museum, 
housed in the first schoolhouse 
built in the township in 1839. 

“We’re going to call it, ‘The 
Cultural Center,’ said Pearl 
Varner, historical society pres¬ 
ident. 

The project involves the 
complete restoration of the 
building and landscaping of the 
two surrounding acres, cur¬ 
rently owned by the city. De¬ 
velopment of the site was first 
undertaken in 1986 by the his¬ 


torical society, the city of 
Romulus and the historical 
commission. 

‘‘The completed site and 
facility will provide a focus for 
Romulus civic and cultural 
events as well as restoring a 
valuable historical resource to 
a position of prominence in the 
city and the entire southeast 
Michigan region,” said Dennis 
Oakes, director of Romulus 
Community and Economic De¬ 
velopment and administrator 
of the project. 

The project would be com¬ 
plete within 12 months and if 
the grant is approved, would 
begin Jan. 4, 1988. 

“The new facility will not 
only enrich the community cul¬ 
turally, but should provide an 
impetus to attract tourists and 
private investment into the 
Romulus central business dis¬ 


trict,” Oakes added. 

“The project incorporates 
more than Romulus citizens. 
Ultimately, this will be more of 
a regional focal point. Like 
Artrain which was visited by 
more than 1,000 people a day 
during its visit this spring, we 
want this project to involve 
more people than just local re¬ 
sidents,” said Varner, who 
emphasized the proximity to 
the airport as a positive factor. 


Oakes stated that a “well- 
designed city commons ” 
would be created within the 
downtown and would draw peo¬ 
ple interested in both the 
museum and other outdoor 
activities, such as concerts, re¬ 
citals, plays and perform¬ 
ances. 

The project would increase 
the number of persons visiting 
the area who would utilize the 
local commercial activities 



School bus incident prompts re-evaluation

A fourth grade Romulus stu- 
dentfaces suspension after “he 
went berserk and attacked a 
bus driver,” according to 
school officials. 

The incident occurred en- 
route to a school last Wednes¬ 
day morning. “A school bus 
driver pulled over to the shoul¬ 
der of the road in an effort to 
control an unruly student. As 
she walked toward the back of 
the bus, she came face to face 
with a hostile fourth grader 
who pushed her down, scratch¬ 
ed her face and grabbed at her 
private parts,” said another 
bus driver, Krystal Hance. 


Romulus school officials con¬ 
firmed the attack. 

The incident, according to 
onp school administrator, “is a 
rarity.” 

John Hadyniak, transporta¬ 
tion supervisor, noted that in 
his 20 years experience, most 
bus incidents are minor. 
“There is no problem on Romu¬ 
lus school buses. They’re just 
average kids. And when they 
misbehave, we go through pro¬ 
cedures. I’ve got a good bunch 
of drivers. In a year, they log 
over 900,000 miles. Most prob¬ 
lems on a school bus occur ear¬ 
ly in the fall and late in the 
spring. Kids get excited and 
restless,” he said. 

Students who misbehave are 


supposed to be written up by 
the bus driver, according to 
policy set by the Romulus 
Board of Education. Students 
are automatically suspended 
for both fighting and van¬ 
dalism. 

“Bus transportation is a pri¬ 
vilege. With almost 5,000 kids 
riding the bus every day, 
you’re going to have occasional 
problems. We’ve got a good 
policy and the kids on the buses 
do a pretty good job,” said the 
administrator who requested 
his name withheld. 

Bus drivers, however, are 
not quite as optimistic. Hance 
said that although this case is 
extreme, it is not far from un- 
common. She singled out 


elementary and junior high 
school age children as becom¬ 
ing increasingly “difficult to 
control.” High school students 
are not a problem, she said. 

“Everyone is upset,” said 
Hance who blames the problem 
on parents. “Parents think 
we’re exaggerating. In two in¬ 
cidents last year, someone hit 
one driver on the back of the 
head with something and 
another one in the eye. No one 
school is worse than another,” 
she explained. 

In this latest instance, 
according to Hance, the stu¬ 
dent was harassing other chil¬ 
dren. “One student came 
crying to the driver. She stop- 
(See SCHOOL, page 3) 


and stimulate city business. 

Land values would increase 
and because the site would be 
“aesthetically pleasing,” near¬ 
by property owners would be 
encouraged to maintain their 
sites better. 

Aside from the opportunity of 
school field trips, a seasonal 
farmer’s market could reg¬ 
ularly be offered at the site. 

“It would serve to encourage 
a rethinking of the role of down¬ 
town Romulus as a potential 
location for residential and 
commercial activity. Again, 
Romulus is thought of as a com¬ 
munity with an identified 
focus,” said Oakes. 

The building was donated by 
the former owners in 1986 and 
relocated on the site of a for¬ 
mer foundry. The $10,000 cost 
of relocation was expended 
through funds acquired from 


the Community Block Grant 
program. 

“Volunteer efforts as well as 
private donations of over 
$23,000 have allpwed the pro¬ 
ject to progress at its current 
status,” said Oakes who added 
that over 350 volunteer man¬ 
hours have contributed to the 
project. 

Oakes stressed that at least 
10 surrounding communities 
with a population of 372,652 are 
expected to use the facility. 
“They will be served by the 
availability of a high-quality, 
well-designed, accessible 
cultural/historical resource 
having regional significance. It 
should stimulate the local eco¬ 
nomy and provide additional 
job opportunities,” he said. 

“It’s just going to be a nice 
public place to go,” said 
Varner. 


No man’s land 

Local property is 
center of controversy

Romulus city officials are 
strongly in favor of the planned 
construction of a new $340 mil¬ 
lion Ford stamping plant in the 
neighboring city of Wayne. But 
these same officials are 
whispering “cover-up” as 
some details of the negotiations 
for the plant are revealed. 

Romulus city officials said 
they only recently learned that 
the plant would have a specific 
and significant impact on their 
city. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
commented, “We were never 
officially notified by anybody, 
neither officials from Wayne, 
Ford Motor Company or the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources.” 

A problem surfaced when the 
85-acre site selected by Ford in 
Wayne, dii'ectly south of their 
existing assembly plant on 
Michigan Avenue, was found by 
the DNR to contain 45-acres of 
protected vegetation termed 
“wetlands.” 

As a result of the Wetlands 
Protection Act of 1979, the city 
of Wayne was forced to submit 
a mitigation plan to the DNR 
that would require those 45 
acres of wetland to be re¬ 
placed, preferably nearby and 
in the same drainage system. 

Wayne city officials found 
what they were looking for in a 
privately owned, 72-acre 
vacant parcel at the southeast 
corner of Van Born and Han¬ 
nan roads in Romulus. 

According to Mayor Pat Nor¬ 
ton of Wayne, the option to buy 
the land is contingent upon re¬ 
sults from DNR groundwater 
tests at the Romulus site to de¬ 
termine the feasibility of main¬ 
taining the property as a wet¬ 
land. If the site cannot meet the 
specifications, Wayne officials 
would be forced to find an alter¬ 
nate location to mitigate the 
situation. 

McAnally called a special 
meeting in Romulus city hall 
last Wednesday with officials 
from Wayne County, the city of 
Wayne, the DNR, the Downriv¬ 
er Community Conference and 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne. At that time, McAnally 
suggested to officials from the 
city of Wayne that they look 
elsewhere for a solution to the 
wetland problem. 

“As we embark on ambi¬ 
tious developments in our own 
community, this situation is 
very important to me. The im¬ 
pact on Romulus would be 
dramatic. Only a month ago 
did I have an informational 
meeting with Wayne officials.

And I’ve had no contact with 
Ford Motor Company offi¬ 
cials,” she said. 

McAnally is concerned that 
should the area be declared a 
wetland, it would be taken off 
tax rolls. “What about the tax 
loss, not only that which is ex¬ 
isting but what about the future 
potential of that land? Who will 
maintain the land? And who 
will compensate Romulus for 
the lost revenue?” asked McA¬ 
nally. 

Up until about two years ago 
the land was farmed, one 
neighboring farmer in Romu¬ 
lus noted. Currently, the site is 
zoned residential and gener¬ 
ates between $7,000 and $10,000 
in annual taxes. John Zech, 
assistant city manager in 
Wayne, disputes that figure 
and said Romulus receives 
only about $700 in taxes each 
year. 

According to Zech, the com¬ 
pleted Foi'd plant would gener¬ 
ate almost $4 million in taxes 
each year to the city of Wayne 
after the 15-year abatement. 
The Wayne property was re¬ 
verted to the city for back 
taxes, Zech said. There is a 
strong possibility, he added, 
that the planned 600,000-square 
foot building would be ex¬ 
panded in the future to 1 mil¬ 
lion. 

“We are negotiating with 
Ford Motor Company and 
Wayne County to see who will 
maintain the wetlands. And be¬ 
cause the land would be public 
land, it would be taken off the 
tax rolls,” said Zech. 

On Oct. 16, Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany received a permit from 
the DNR to proceed with their 
project and land on the site was 
almost immediately cleared. 
As one resident at the meeting 
said, “There are no more wet¬ 
lands on that site in Wayne.” 

Romulus City Attorney Bar¬ 
ry Seifman questioned the 
legality of artifically creating 
a wetland. Dennis Hall of the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources noted that the Romulus 
site contains only 15 acres of 
■natural wetlands. 

“I don’t see any considera¬ 
tion for the city’s loss. One ob¬ 
vious question, how can one

What is 

GLAUCOMA? 


Glaucoma is an eye 
disease that is caused by an 
increased pressure from the 
clear, transparent liquid, 
known as "aqueous humor," 
inside the eye. This liquid 
builds pressure around the 
blood vessels inside the eye, 
which in turn limits the 
supply of oxygen to the optic 
nerve. When the supply of 
oxygen is cut off, the optic 
nerve dies, causing perma¬ 
nent blindness. 

The sad and alarming fact 
is that glaucoma usually has 
no symptoms.

It is with an Argon Laser, 
which, through the use of a 
laser beam, opens the 
blocked passage so that the 
liquid may flow and decrease 
the pressure on the blood 
vessels.

Grant funds 
health study

A $20,000 grant awarded to Annapolis 
Hospital and the Wayne-Westland Com¬ 
munity Schools from the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Public Health will go toward 
a year-long study of adolescent health 
needs in grades 7 to 12. 

The study will determine which health 
services need development or enhance¬ 
ment within the area and will also help 
identify other methods of health care de¬ 
livery, which may include a teen care cen¬ 
ter. school officials said. 

Preliminary planning for the study re¬ 
vealed that there is already a need for 
improved health care services within the 
community, according to William Sher¬ 
man, chairman of the Wayne-Westland 
Teen Health Center Planning Committee. 

“Our preliminary research brought to 
light the increasing incidence of subst¬ 
ance abuse, lack of primary health care, 
increases in child abuse and neglect, teen¬ 
age pregnancies and teenage suicides,” 
said Sherman. 

The committee will conduct a survey 
with a portion of the grant money, asking 
questions of parents, students and profes¬ 
sional staff members to gather data about 
which health care needs demand special 
attention, Sherman said. , _

city take from another for the 
benefit of private industry?” 
said Seifman. 

“It could just turn into an 
odorous swamp. We don’t need 
another nuisance,” said McA- 
nally. 

“Creating wetlands is not 
like a cookbook. We are still in 
the mapping stages to deter¬ 
mine what communities have 
wetlands. Only 19 of 83 com¬ 
munities in Michigan have 
them. We have a five- 
year program during which we 
will monitor designated wet¬ 
lands,” said Hall. 

He said many people like hik¬ 
ers and bird watchers enjoy the 
natural wetland setting which 
“enhances surrounding de¬ 
velopment.” 

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern 
Mary Ann Banks said she was 
surprised this area was even 
designated wetlands. “Accord¬ 
ing to topographic maps, this is 
some of the highest land in 
Wayne County. We never gues¬ 
sed it was wetlands,” she said. 

In June, a committee was 
formed to review the wetland 
problem across the state. A re¬ 
port completed Oct. 15, calls 
“for many areas to be addres¬ 
sed including onsite and offsite 
mitigation.” 

In response to the question of 
a “cover-up,” at the meeting, 
Zech stated, “We did not have 
the time. We could not wait. I 
regret that we may have com¬ 
plicated our relationship.” 

“I’m appalled that our 
friendly neighbor to the north 
never notified us about this 
situation,” said Banks. 

“It looks like your secret 
snuck out and I’m offended,” 
said councilman William 
Wadsworth. 

“I think the city of Romulus 
has suffered enough,’’ said 
Councilman Ellis Pennington. 

“I think this system is 
flawed,” said McAnally. “It’s 
not our purpose to injure the 
city of Wayne or her develop¬ 
ment. But it’s not our purpose 
to injure Romulus residents.” 

“If you’re surprised in 
Romulus the way this was 
handled, you ought to live in 
Wayne,’’ said an attending

When deciding whether or not to sell the five hospitals owned 
by the Peoples Community Hospital Authority, affiliate them 
With another health care agency or otherwise alter the structure 
6f the local hospital authority, the citizens in the community

Last month, the board of directors of the PCHA voted not to 
sell the hospitals, despite a recommendation in October in a 
University of Michigan Hospitals report supporting the sale. The 
board members decided, instead, to become affiliated with 
another medical center, health care group or teaching institu¬ 
tion- 

[ The affiliation - or any change in the structure of the publicly 
pwned and operated hospitals - must first be approved by the 
ptate Legislature in the form of an alteration to Public Act 47, 
jvhich created the PCHA in 1947. PCHA officials are preparing a 
proposal for state lawmakers and expect to send it to Lansing for 
Approval there within 60 days. 

1 But before the fate of the PCHA is decided, citizens and law¬ 
makers should consider all of the issues at hand, 
i A huge consideration in any sale of the hospitals or affiliation 
With another agency will be the fate of about $27 million in a 
capital improvement fund, a fund each taxpayer in the 24 mem¬ 
ber communities of the PCHA helped to build. 

| Residents in PCHA communities are each year levied up to .2 
Jnills in taxes to repay the outstanding bonds which were issued 
Jto fund the construction of the five PCHA hospitals. Currently, 
[the fund represents a cash surplus of $27 million. Three years 
“ago, however, the fund equaled $33 million. 

{ If the PCHA becomes a part of another agency - and is no 
longer an agency totally controlled by the public - will the $27 
[million contributed by the taxpayers be returned to the tax¬ 
payers? Or will those funds be considered a donation or a con¬ 
tribution to the new organization? 

B 

l We have gone on record supporting the sale of the five PCHA 
hospitals. We still believe that plan would be the best to promote 
£ more financially stable and secure health care organization for 
^11, while relieving the taxpayers of an unnecessary tax burden. 

J Such a sale, we feel, should include a refund of all PCHA 
assets - including the $27 million cash surplus - to the taxpayers 
in each of the 24 member PCHA communities. 

Last week, one member of the PCHA board criticized us as at 
a local council meeting, saying that newspaper editorials such 
as this one were the only opposition to a PCHA board-sponsored 
plan last year that would have allowed the organization to be¬ 
come a private, non-profit organization. Our endorsement of the 
sale of the five hospitals was also attacked. 

In fact, we, as a newspaper, do not stand alone. Officials of 
several communities - including Huron and Van Buren 
townships and the cities of Woodhaven, Flat Rock and Melvin- 
dale-have taken our side and have gone on record supporting the 
sale. But. then again, our reasons for taking such a stand 
were never to see how much support we could gather. 

Instead, our reasons for closely watching the changes in the 
PCHA are quite simple - you the reader, the health care reci¬ 
pient and the taxpayer.

Wetland solution missing 

The battle of the North and South is again brewing. Only this 
;time, it’s the officials from Wayne and Romulus who will be 
donning the blue and gray battle uniforms. 

Representatives of the two cities have become entangled in a 
figurative war because of a “wetlands” controversy, a con¬ 
troversy that reinforces the need for prompt state action in 
revisions to the wetland law. 

r . Wayne city officials earlier this year agreed to purchase a 
j[75-acre parcel of land located in Romulus from a private citizen 
Jgf the land can be transformed into a “manmade wetland.” 
fWayne officials plan to convert 45 acres of the land into a wetland 
In order to give the green light to construction of a $340 million Ford 
Motor Co. stamping plant within the city. 

' The Romulus land was needed by the city of Wayne because 
the land located south of the current Ford Motor Wayne Assem¬ 
bly plant - the location of the new stamping plant - has been 
dubbed a wetland by state Department of Natural Resources 
Rifofficials. Because it is a wetland, no development can be con¬ 
structed on the site without a waiver from the DNR. Under state 
!law, wetlands are the “untouchable,” state-controlled areas 
iyhich are needed to support aquatic and plant life in Michigan. 
SThe lands have become highly controversial because they have 
Sbeen responsible for the nixing of several possible commercial 
developments for municipalities, including a Ford Motor Co.

So again I ask, what is it that causes 
some to be driven to achieve greatness, 
at the risk of all they hold dear, and 
often at the cost of their own life?

Video : Evanski hopes to start new trend

T he very closest 
friends of Steve 
Evanski of Inkster 
need not wait for a 
Christmas card this year. They 
simply will not be receiving 
one. 

However, if those same 
friends are wise, they will be 
sure to have a videocassette re¬ 
corder on hand for the holi¬ 
days. For it is with such a de¬ 
vice that Evanski will be 
spreading his Christmas cheer. 

No, Evanski isn’t a contem¬ 
porary Scrooge. He has no ven¬ 
detta against Christmas card 
manufacturers either. 

What he is, is an inventor. 
And a clever businessman, as 
well. 

Evanski, 30 - a Belleville na¬ 
tive and 1975 graduate of Belle¬ 
ville High School - has created, 
obtained a trade mark and be¬ 
gan producing in numbers 
“Timeless Video Greeting 
Cards.” Such a title seems fit¬ 
ting when considering that 
Evanski’s holiday greetings 
must be updated each year for 
about seven years and will last 
- most likely - a lifetime. But 
the “card” part of the title ... it 
could be misleading. 

You see, Timeless Greeting 
Cards are five-minute, plastic, 
custom-made videotapes of 
one or several members of a 
family. Evanski has con¬ 
structed a set, invested in 
thousands of dollars worth of 
video equipment and enlisted 
the aid of several family mem¬ 
bers to help in the taping, 
copying and packaging of the 
tapes. Thus, each Christmas 
since 1985, Evanski and crew 
could be found manning 
cameras, positioning children 
on Santa’s lap and shouting 
“action” in the malls and video 
stores where he temporarily 
set up shop. 

All of this he does “on the 
side,” in addition to his full¬ 
time job as a customer service 
representative for Drawtite. 

The concept of a taped video 
greeting - which initially sells 
for $19.95 and $5 for each addi¬ 
tional copy of the tape - has 
been marked as a novelty for 
the more than 300 customers 
who purchased such a greeting 
last year, and, according to 
Evanski, is an idea that will

bring him national fame, 
notoriety and monetary riches. 

And while such recognition 
would, no doubt, be enjoyable - 
for him, his wife, Mary, and 16- 
month-old son Andrew - 
Evanski’s motive behind his 
video greetings are sincere - a 
sincerity and sense of compas¬ 
sion that shines brightly from 
his humanistic personality. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 

How did you get started in the 
video business? 

EVANKSI: It started out as a 
hobby. I bought a camera and a 
recorder back in 1980. No soon¬ 
er that I had it, I was on this 
committee for the Belleville 
parade. They wanted to film 
this parade and asked if I would 
do it. So I got funding and a few 
sponsors, and I videotaped it. 

From there, I got involved in 
the public access program (of 
Omnicom cable, Belleville). I 
learned about the equipment 
and how everything runs. Then 
it turned into a part-time job. 

My mainstay is weddings. 
And still is. 

All of that led to forming a 
company (in 1986 and three 
video cameras later). Ascot 
Video Productions, and even¬ 
tually Timeless Video Greeting 
Cards. 

ANP: You said you now 
videotape weddings and, of 
course, have the video greet¬ 
ings cards. What interested 
you in videotaping so much 
that you would start a business 
of it? 

EVANSKI: Actually, it was 
about 10 years ago when I was a 
senior in high school, the high 
school had a reel-to-reel video 


machine. I was introduced to 
that and really got to like it. 

Video is a better way of 
documenting. It can last 
forever. 

I guess I wanted to find some 
other way of in the future for 
(my son’s) children to see how 
he was. I would love to see my 
grandparents. I think that is 
actually how it started. We 
have one picture of my grand¬ 
father, two of my grand¬ 
mother, and we’ve got them out 
in the foyer. I would love to 
know what they sounded like 
and what they talked about. 

I don’t want this to become a 
gimmick where it’s a sideshow. 
It’s not at all. This is serious 
documentation of what is going 
on in the times. 

ANP: What kind of equipment 
does one need to start a video 
business? 

EVANSKI: I have what is cal¬ 
led a mini-cam - which was 
$8,000 - the lenses, full light set, 
a recorder. Really, I have a 
mini-studio. When I go to a 
wedding, I carry about $12,000 
worth of equipment. 

ANP: What is a “Timeless 
Video Greeting Card?” 

EVANSKI: It is legally the tap¬ 


ing of life performances. We 
have a trademark. 

Just the Christmas portion of 
it is one part of the “Timeless 
Video Greeting Card.” We’re 
trying to get someone to docu¬ 
ment something on tape - a 
holiday message, a child in¬ 
teracting with Santa, singing . 

. . This is something you would 
send to your relatives who live 
far away or use instead of a 
photograph that would sit on a 
dusty shelf. 

ANP: Where do you see this 
all going? Where do you want to 
be in 10 years? 

EVANSKI: I see us going 
nationwide. I’m trying to de¬ 
velop the idea of having a video 
studio that is similar to a photo¬ 
graphy studio. I would like to 
do weddings, video greetings .. 
. whatever. 

Then, I would like to franch¬ 
ise out. Getting my own studio 
may take three years before I 
open it up. I have to overcome a 
few obstacles. 

Someday, I would like to be a 
household name. 

Ten years from now, I would 
like to be in my own studio or 
nationwide .

explained. 

Wiswell said he does not like to talk at great 
lengths about his experiences in combat from 
WWII, but he often reminisces about the “good 
times' 1 he had during those years. 

“Oh, there were some nice times back then. I 
always remember being entertained by Bob Hope 
and his tour group when we were in Biake Island, 
(off the New Guinea Coast). It was nice to be able 
to spend a few hours away from what was really 
going on in the field,” Wiswell recalled. 

The end of WWII was met with what Wiswell 
called “sheer joy.” 

“Never in my life did I have such a feeling as 
when I stepped onto American soil again. This 
was the country that I fought for. This was when I 
realized the true meaning of patriotism. And it’s a 
shame because I don't think enough people have 
that feeling for their country anymore. 

“What bothers me the most is watching a 
wonderful country like America being dragged 
down the drain by some of our leaders,” said 
Wiswell. 

“But all in all, this is a great country, and it 
demands more respect. Even now, when I see 
them raising the flag, even at a baseball game, I 
get a chill. Because I know what that flag really 
stands for.” 

‘I’ve done my part 
for this country’

When November 11 rolls around. Chuck Wis¬ 
well of Romulus always has mixed emotions. It’s 
sort of a combination of pride - because he is a 
World War II veteran - and anguish - because he 
has not forgotten the mental and physical pain 
that he and thousands of other soldiers had to 
endure while in combat. ^ 

Wiswell, 67, remembers | 
vividly the year that | 
changed his life. It was I 
May 1943, and he had been | 
married to his new bride, I 
Helen, for only three! 
months when he was cal- I 
led to the aid of his 1 
country. 

When he said goodbye to § 

Helen the day of his depar¬ 
ture, little did he know that & 
it would be three years be¬ 
fore he would see her again 

And in those three years, Wiswell said he would 
endure grueling combat, watch countless young 
men give their lives for their country and wonder 
each day whether it would be the last. 

Wiswell was an Army rifleman in the 41st divi¬ 
sion of the 186th Infantry Division and traveled 
extensively through Australia and the islands of 
New Guinea and the Philippines. 

When the Allied forces dropped the bomb on 
Hiroshima in August of 1945, Wiswell had been on 
land in Mennenau, an island in the Philippines, 
awaiting the green light from President Truman 
to invade Japan. 

Wiswell and his division moved into Hiroshima 
about three weeks later. What he saw, he said, in 
Hiroshima has remained with him ever since. 

“There was total devastation in Hiroshima. We 
saw shadows actually imprinted into the side¬ 
walks from the radiation. People were badly 
burned and just devastated that their city was 
wiped out,” said Wiswell. “But by then, my fellow 
soldiers and I were terribly bitter by what we had 
been seeing for the last three or four years. At that 
point, it was pretty hard to say that we had sym¬ 
pathy for what had happened. We had tried sever¬ 
al times to get the Japanese to surrender, but it 
just would not work. These people lived and died 
for the emperor. They really had little or no value 
for human life. That's where the term ‘kamikaze’ 
comes in. 

“So we just kept remembering that they did a 
pretty good job on us at Pearl Harbor,” Wiswell

Wounds of 
war never 
fade away

Veterans of all wars have ex¬ 
perienced readjustment prob¬ 
lems when they returned home 
after the battles ceased, but 
few have had the attention fo¬ 
cused on them that has been 
given the Vietnam veterans. 

Termed “the discarded 
army,” the veterans of the 
Vietnam War have only recent¬ 
ly been recognized and had 
their special needs been 
addressed. Only in the past few 
years have memorials been de¬ 
dicated to the veterans of Viet¬ 
nam and tributes been given to 
their service. 

Before the ceasefire in Janu¬ 
ary, 1973, 56,244 men were kil¬ 
led and more than 300,000 
wounded. In addition, 
thousands of other men re¬ 
turned home with “inner 
wounds” which were not tallied 
in the statistics. The absence of 
parades and official welcomes 
to the returning soldiers added 
to the soldiers feeling of being 
“discarded.” 

Some veterans of previous 
wars note that their fellow sol¬ 
diers also “had little choice” in 
serving and “little training” to 
prepare themselves for the 
war. Many of those men also 
experienced severe adjust¬ 
ment problems when they re¬ 
turned from their tours of duty. 

Ben Helmke, director of 
Tamson Center in Taylor, has 
noticed a “significant num¬ 
ber” of World War II veterans 
who are seeking counseling to 
deal with their war experi¬ 
ences. 

“These are men who never 
talked about their horrible ex¬ 
periences before,” the mental 
health agency director said, 
“but now that there are new 
attitudes about men express¬ 
ing their feelings, they are 
dealing with those experi¬ 
ences.” 

He said that in most instances 
the veterans who are seeking 
counseling have been “trig¬ 
gered” by a current problem - 
sometimes with a family mem¬ 
ber - which brought their war 
experiences back into focus and 
brought back unresolved issues. 

“In addition, 20 years of 
watching MASH on television 
has also prompted some feel¬ 
ings from the veterans of the 
Korean War,” Helmke said. 
“Perhaps, this means it is time 
for all of us to revisit ‘Veterans 
Land’ in the light of new things 
which have happened and our 
new attitudes.” 

Helmke said the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial in 
Washington has produced a 
“fantastic reaction” and has 
had a profound effect on those 
who have visited it. It is, he 
observed, the first war memo¬ 
rial dedicated to the men who 
fought in the war. All previous 
memorials have been dedicated 
to specific battles or to leaders 
ot those battles. Because of 
this, Helmke said, the Vietnam 
Memorial has had a “very per¬ 
sonal and very powerful im¬ 
pact on those who have viewed

been with the organization almost since it 
began and said the DAV services all 
veterans who have been disabled during 
wartime service, as well as their families. 

“We can help vets obtain financial help 
from the government, and we can help 
make sure that widows and children of 
war vets are taken care of. Most people 
who need assistance of some kind usually 
have a tough time finding out where they 
should go first. It can seem very over¬ 
whelming to them. That’s where we come 
in. We can help get forms filed with the 
government, we can help people to get 
access to our health and welfare fund. We 
help the need,” Cisco explained. 

The 415-member chapter features 
monthly membership meetings, during 
which common service problems are dis¬ 
cussed, according to Cisco. 

And, Cisco said, because the organiza¬ 
tion is a non-profit one - serving Garden 
City and the surrounding communities - 
most of the people who work there give a 
lot of their time generously,without pay. 
But, he said, the no-pay part of the job is 
not a problem. 

“Our pay here is the satisfaction that 
we get from just helping these people. It’s 
the least that we can do for them after 
they did so much for our country,” said 
Cisco.

affairs, blood drives, bingo nights and re¬ 
duced prices for rental of the VFW hall. 

“We see ourselves as something like a 
union for veterans. We are the support 
group that vets know they can count on.” 
said Hisko. 

“A lot of people hear VFW’ and auto¬ 
matically think of a lot of old guys, sitting 
around, getting drunk and telling old war 
stories.

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Cookin

I t took three minor 
heart attacks to in¬ 
spire Lee Cox to 
change her way of 
cooking - but change she did. 
and her heart has rewarded her 
by performing normally ever 
since. 

Cox admits that adhering to 
the dietary restrictions pre¬ 
scribed by health professionals 
to reduce eholesteral was a big 
adjustment, but now that she 
has been a “healthy cook" for a 
number of years, she is uncom¬ 
fortable with her old eating 
habits. Initially, she used the 
Pritikin Cookbook, authored by 
a heart-specialist-turned- 
nutritionist, to develop a 
method of eating healthy foods. 
Her diet includes no fats, salt or 
egg yolks. 

“We stick mainly to fresh 
vegetables and fruits, lots of 
| fresh vegetables and fruits,” 

I Cox explained. “When I was 25. 

I got sick, and the doctor told 
me it was downhill from there. 

I decided I wanted to get 
I wonderful as I got older, so I 
' changed my ways.” 

Three minor heart attacks 
before the age of 33 further con¬ 
vinced Cox of the merits of 
changing her ways. 

“We eat chicken, turkey and 
fish, very rarely any red 
meat,” she explained. 

Cox is fortunate in her pur¬ 
suit of absolutely fresh produce 
as her parents own a farm, and 
during the winter months, she 
concentrates on the fruits and 
vegetables available at the pro¬ 
duce market. 

Healthy cooking requires 
healthy shopping, Cox ex¬ 


plained. While the time she 
spends cooking is much less 
than many gourmets pre¬ 
scribe, she makes up for it with 
trips to the grocery store, for 
only a few items, the produce 
market for the specialties 
there, a special fish market 
and a trip to the meat market 
for poultry. All this while main¬ 
taining her 10-hour-per-day, 
six-day-a-week schedule at the 
Pro Shop at the Wayne Com¬ 
munity Center. 

Cox is cooking for her two 
offspring, ages 19 and 22, who 
she said, “Take this for 
granted. Their friends love it 
though, we do a lot of stir fry . .. 
a lot of stir fry,” she empha¬ 
sized. 

Cox denied any similarity to 
gourmet cooks and explained 
that everything she does is as 
simple as possible. 

“I believe in eating only 
good, fresh foods. I'll go where¬ 
ver I need to for fresh items. 
The fresher, the better,” she 
said. 

Cox is also a disciple of radio 
personality Dr. Portnor, a 
holistic healer who dispenses 
healthy food advice each after¬ 
noon on the airwaves. As she is 
a captive audience at work, 
Cox explained that she has 
learned a great deal about 
healthy eating from the doctor. 

Some of her tips include the 
benefit of garlic to lower 
cholesterol, the preventive 
effects of broccoli, cauliflower 
and brussel sprouts on intestin¬ 
al cancer and the wonders 
niacin, found in green veget¬ 
ables, performs on eholesteral 
levels. 

Along with red meat, sugar 
and salt, Cox avoids palm oil 
and cottonseed oil. which she

considers a serious danger to 
health. She cautioned that 
these ingredients are found in 
nearly all prepared foods on 
the grocer’s shelf and should 
really be avoided in favor of 
fresh foods. As for desserts, 
Cox makes one treat a week us¬ 
ing, of course, fresh fruits and 
substituing honey for sugar. 

“If I use three pounds of 
sugar a year, it’s rare,” she 
said. 

She enjoys one portion of the 
dessert which is then taken to 
the office or given away to 
avoid temptation. 

And lest readers think she is 
a complete paragon of virtue, 
Cox admits she does submit to 
one temptation, the fresh bread 
at Charley’s restaurant in 
Wayne. 

“I’m so good, nothing on the 
potato, nothing on the fish, no 
dressing on my salad, but what 
good does it do when you eat a 
double portion of that wonder¬ 
ful bread?” she confessed with 
a laugh. 

“Most of what I’ve learned 
has been through ex¬ 
perimenting and trying new 
things,” Cox said. 

She presently applies her 
philosophy of food to a number 
of Mexican dishes, although 
she ensures that the ground 
beef used is lacking in fat con¬ 
tent. She uses garlic powder 
(not salt) and cumin in her 
cooking. 


LIME BREAST OF CHICKEN 


2 boneless chicken breasts, 
skinned and washed and trim¬ 
med of Excess fat 
Black pepper 
Garlic powder 
Juice of one fresh lime 


1 cup of white wine 

Pound the chicken breasts 
lightly to flatten, and season 
with the pepper and garlic pow¬ 
der to taste. Add the lime juice 
to the wine and marinate for at 
least one hour. This can soak 
for up to eight hours in the re¬ 
frigerator. but the tenderizing 
is complete in 60 minutes or so. 
Charcoal broil or grill under 
broiler for 8 minutes on each 
side. 


BEET SALAD 


This is an old family favorite , 
Cox admitted, and is not only 
delicious, but attractive be¬ 
cause of the rich color.) 

2 pounds or so fresh beets, 
boiled, cooled and diced 
1 large onion, diced 
6 eggs, boiled and diced (no 
yolks for the health conscious) 
Mayonnaise for dressing 


Mix the ingredients together 
and add mayonnaise to taste. 
Chill at least one hour before 
serving. 


FRIED GREEN TOMATOES 


1 large onion, diced 
1 green pepper, diced 
6 green tomatoes, quartered 
1 cup Progresso Bread 
Crumbs 

Saute onion and green pepper 
until just tender. If not using a 
wok or a Silverstone pan, add a 
little Fleishmann’s margarine 
to prevent sticking. When ten¬ 
der, add tomatoes and garlic 
powder and black pepper to 
t aste.

4 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

1 cup vegetable oil 

1 can (16 ounces) pumpkin 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

2 teapoons ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 teaspoon soda 

3/4 teaspoon ground ginger 

1/4 teaspoon ground cloves 

1/2 cup raisins 

1/2 cup chopped nuts, if de¬ 
sired 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Beat eggs, sugar, oil and pump¬ 
kin together in large bowl. Stir 
in flour, baking powder, cinna¬ 
mon, baking soda, salt, ginger 
and cloves. Mix in raisins. Pour 
batter into greased jelly roll 
pan, 15 1/2 x 10 1/2 x 1 inch. 
Bake until lifeht brown, 25 to 30 
minutes.

It was the best of seasons and the worst of 
seasons for area high school football teams. 

For a young and aggressive Robichaud 
squad which put together a lineup that captured 
the Suburban Athletic Conference title and 
came close to earning a Class B state play off 
berth, 1987 was, indeed, something to boast ab¬ 
out. Coach Bob Yauck and his Bulldogs finished 
with an impressive 6-3 overall and a 5-1 SAC 
record. 

And Yauck is the first to admit: “This team 
was a pleasant surprise.” 

However, for Belleville, Romulus, New Bos¬ 
ton Huron, and Inkster it was a long and frus¬ 
trating 1987. The first three posted 2-7 records, 
while Inkster had a 3-6 year. 

And, as is usually the case, even in a losing 
season, teams produce their share of outstand¬ 
ing players. Examples are Lorenzo Terrell, In¬ 
kster’s dynamic running back, and young and 
spirited Ali Campbell, Romulus’s one-man 
machine on offense. Team them with 
Robiehaud’s triple threat quarterback Eric 
Thomas and freshman - yes, freshman - tail¬ 
back Tyrone Wheatley, and you have one of the 
most explosive backfields assembled by the 
All-Area in recent years. 

A freshman on All-Area, an honor usually 
reserved for upperclassmen? 

Well, how can you keep Wheatley out of the 
lineup? He racked up 919 yards in 114 carries 
and 14 touchdowns. Tyrone also accomplished- 
... but before we get into that, let’s introduce the 
rest of the All-Area offense. 

At the ends are Ray Lewis (Belleville) and 
Tyji Armstrong (Robichaud); the tackles are 
Antonio Powell (Inkster) and Tom Waters (New 
Boston Huron); the guards Tim Parker 
(Robichaud) and Darnell Childers (Inkster), 
and the center is Ken Wood (Robichaud). 

Most of the players have made their respec¬ 
tive all-conference teams, and collegiate 
scouts have given them more than a casual 
look. Unfortunately for the colleges, five of this 
elite group are underclassmen. 

Here is a brief sketch of what the players 
have accomplished and what their respective 
and other coaches have to say about the indi¬ 
viduals nominated for The Associated News¬ 
papers’ All-Area Offense: 

THOMAS, a 5-9, 160-pound junior, broke into 
the Robichaud starting lineup as a freshman 
and never surrendered the job. He led the Bull¬ 
dogs to a 6-3 record, completing 28 of 72 passes 
for 416 yards and six touchdowns on the way. 
He earned all-Suburban Athletic Conference, 
all-city recognition and, with a year of varsity 
competition ahead of him, could become the 
best QB in Robichaud’s long history. He also 
scored three touchdowns and one two-point 
conversion. 

“Eric is a threat every time he’s out there,” 
noted Robichaud coach Bob Yauck. “He came 
into his own this year and, obviously, we are 
looking for even greater things from him a 
year from now.” 

A relentless competitor, Thomas also saw 
action as a cornerback on defense where he 
also managed to pick off four enemy aerials. 

TERRELL, considered one of the best all- 
around football players in the area, rushed 
for more than 1000 yards for his nine 
appearances as a senior. He managed to chalk 
up an average of 114 yards per game and con¬ 
tributed nine touchdowns. “Lorenzo is one of 
the finest players and human beings that I have 
ever coached,” said Alonzo Glaze, Viking skip¬ 
per. “One can only speculate what this young 
athlete would have accomplished if he had 
been with one of the bigger Class A teams. 

Although undecided on where he wants to 
play his collegiate football, Terrell is leaning 
toward Iowa State, a college that is very much

Yauch ‘coach 
of the year’

This wasn’t supposed to be Bob Yauck’s and 
Robichaud’s year. 

Last year was - and next year may be the 
year that all Bulldog football fans have been 
waiting for. 

But, 1987 was supposed to be a year to build. 
Get experience. And, for the young and green, 
to learn the hard and cold facts of football life. 

But, Yauck got a pleasant surprise. A fresh¬ 
man - Tyrone Wheatley came out of nowhere 
and rushed for more than 1,000 yards and pro¬ 
vided his team with 14 touchdowns; and Eric 
Thomas matured fast as a quarterback, then 
Carl Brown proved he's as good as any fullback 
around and... 

And the Bulldogs went on to post a 6-3 over-all 
record and win a share of the Suburban Athle¬ 
tic Conference championship, their sixth title 
since Yauck took over as head coach in 1970. 
Right up to the final game, Robichaud was in 
the running for a Class B state playoff berth. 

Unquestionably, Yauck deserves the post 
season honor of “Coach of the Year.”

interested in him. “He has made no commit¬ 
ments,” Glaze adds. 

CAMPBELL was the generator that provided 
the sparks in the Romulus offense this 
season. He had the homecoming crowd on their 
feet most of the evening when he scored three 
of his nine TDS against Garden City. In that 
homecoming game alone he churned out 200 
yards, and was named “Player of the Week” 
both locally and by metropolitan newspapers. 

And consider this: This is Campbell’s first 
year on varsity. He is a 6-0, 180-pound sopho¬ 
more which means he has two more years of 
high school eligibility ahead of him. 

“Ali is not fast,” said Romulus coach Norb 
Glover, “but he runs as fast as it takes to get 
the job done. With two years ahead of him, 
there isn’t anything this young man can’t 
accomplish.” 

WHEATLEY shouldn’t be in this lineup. Real¬ 
ly. He’s only a freshman. And freshmen 
usually don’t take up space reserved for their 
elders. 

But, how do you keep Wheatley off this team? 
Look at his credentials. He was given the ball 
114 times and rushed 919 yards, scoring 14 
touchdowns. No one can top that in this area. 
Then, Tyrone also accounted for six two-point 
conversions for a record-shattering 96 points. 
He was - remember he is a freshman - a unani¬ 
mous Suburban Athletic Conference choice. He 
also played safety for Yauck where he disting¬ 
uished himself, nabbing one interception. 

“The only way I can describe him,” says 
Yauck, “is that he is a freshman sensation.” 

LEWIS, a two-year starter at tight end for the 
Tigers at Belleville, is a 6-2, 200-pound senior 
who has sure hands and plenty of confidence. 
Says Coach Dave McCarney of this outstand¬ 
ing athlete: “In the two years that Ray has 
been on varsity, I can remember Ray only 
dropping one pass.” Lewis grabbed 25 catches 
and turned them into 315 yards and three touch¬ 
downs. Unfortunately for Ray and his team¬ 
mates, a teachers’ strike took some of the wind 
out of their sail. 

ARMSTRONG a 6-4, 210-pound senior at 
Robichaud, holds down the other end bert. A 
unanimous SAC choice, Tyji is an excellent 
target for any quarterback. Thomas teamed 
with him for 14 passes for 272 yards and seven 
touchdowns. He also had five two-point conver¬ 
sions for a total of 52 points. Yauck also utilized 
this rugged athlete as a defensive end where he 
managed to pile up 45 solos and 40 assists. He 
also blocked two punts and accounted for one 
pass interception. 

POWELL, raw talent that can be molded into 
superb college material, also played both ways 
for the Vikings. At 6-0, 210, Antonio has been a 
four-year starter, switching from tackle on 
offense to defense to shore up some gaping 
holes. “We had our problems this year,” 
admits Glaze, “but I don’t even want to think 
about what would have happened if we didn’t 
have such standouts as Powell, Terrell and 
Darnell Childers.” 

WATERS, who helped form the nucleus of 
one of New Boston’s best teams in recent 
years, stands 6-0 and is 205 pounds of energy. A 
junior who has already caught the eye of many 
college scouts, Waters has been one of Coach 
Tom Labeau’s consistent performers. “He’ll 
never quit out there,” said Labeau. “He loves 
football and it reflects in the way he plays.” 

PARKER, a second-year guard, has excellent 
blocking technique, according to Yauck. Tim 
started in all nine games and proved to be in¬ 
valuable to the Bulldogs. When you con¬ 
sider that Yauck will have Parker, and at least 
seven other All-Area candidates returning 
next season, little wonder that the Bulldogs are 
looking forward to the 1988 campaign. 

CHILDERS, picked all-SAC, is at the other 
guard slot. An excellent blocker, Childers pro¬ 
vided the doorway for running back Terrell to 
slip through for yardage. “Any time Lorenzo

BROOKS, a iPT 160-pound

ment,” according to Yauck. 
During the Highland Park 
game, Len snatched a midair 
fumble and rode it back for a 
42-yard touchdown. And, in the 
Inkster game, he scooped up an 
errant ball and raced 23 yards 
for a TD. He loves sacking the 
quarterback - something he did 
eight times this season. He also 


received credit for 42 solos and 
27 assists and, remember dear 
reader, he will be back next 
year. 

SYKES, a two-year starter, 
reads plays well. Like a mind- 
reader, Jeff has conditioned 
himself to see the play, strike 
quickly and efficiently. Here’s 
what McCarney has to say: 
“When we review the game 
films, one fact stands out about 
Sykes - he is always where he 
has to be.” A two-way starter, 
Sykes was also one of the Tiger 
team leaders. Although he has 
had college offers, he has not 
made any commitments. 

GRECA, a 6-3, 180-pound 
senior, also is a two-year star¬ 
ter for the Eagles of Romulus. 
Tulane University has taken a 
good look at this fine defensive 
tackle and is very much in¬ 
terested in his ability. “Tony 
has the tools to play just about 
any position.” said Glover. 
“He's a tough competitor and 
will make an excellent college 
player.” 

DAWSON, who suffered a 
dislocated elbow, refused to 
allow the injury to stop him. 
His determination and dedica¬ 
tion lifted the Tigers and made 
them competitive in almost ev¬ 
ery game he played this year. 
“He has a lot of speed and used 
it in lateral pursuit to get to the 
ball.

At 5-10, 175 
pounds, he is also an ex¬ 
cellent college prospect. 
Huron’s defense was as good as 
any in the conference and Zieg¬ 
ler was one of the reasons why.

SMITH, a star on the gridiron

A 
two-way starter and one of the 
team’s leaders, Warner earned 
all-conference recognition in 
the Suburban Athletic Confer¬ 
ence. “He’s a good trapping 
guard,” Yauck stressed.

CHAMPAGNE, averaging 
eight solo tackles per game, 
played in the final three games 
with a broker hand. Knowledge¬ 
able and intelligent. Cham¬ 
pagne is also one of the few play¬ 
ers that Coach Glover turns to 
for opinions. “Rick has that cer¬ 
tain chemistry a linebacker 
needs - he seems to know just 
what the opposition is thinking. 
He is one of the few I would trust 
with an opinion.” Though 165 
pounds, Champage plays as if 
he is 230. 

JOHNSON, at 5-7. 165- 
pounds, belies the role he plays 
for the Bulldogs. He is their 
“hit man". And he does it with 
a smile. “Probably the most 
versatile player on this team." 
said Yauck. “he loves to hit 
people. And he's one tough 
kid." 

TACKETT, a senior who has 
made his appearance on these 
pages as a member of the All- 
Area Track Team. is the type of 
player that every coach wants 
on his team. “He’s Mr. Con¬ 
sistency” says Labeau, “the 
kind of player who gives you 
more than 100 percent every 
game." 

BELLINGER, at 155 pounds, 
could easily be overlooked. But 
he makes his presence known 
every time he hits the gridiron. 
In fact, those who come in con¬ 
tact with him on the field don’t 
easily forget. “It was a key 
situation,” related McCarney,

bffered for seniors

Like apprehensive teenagers 
g-who dread their first driving 
g-test, many people over the age 
g of 55 wonder if their next 
• license renewal could be their 
S last. 

A Safe Driver Program was 
S established by ophthalmolog- 
5 ist. Dr. Lawrence Castleman, 
g of Castleman Eye Clinic in 
S Southfield for drivers over the 
J age of 55. The special program 
g was designed, according to 
g Registered Nurse and Prog- 
g ram Coordinator Sally Barnes, 
i_to alleviate anxiety among 
•^seniors who will take their driv- 
ring test. 

~~ “We don’t want you to be sur¬ 
prised that you can’t pass your 
drivers’ license test because 
you couldn’t see the eye chart 
clearly,” said Barnes. 

The clinic invites all persons 
over the age of 55, and within 
three months of renewing their 
driver’s license, to make an 
appointment for a free glauco¬ 
ma check and vision test. This 
checkup doesn’t substitute for 
a complete eye health ex¬ 
amination, “but it will give the 
assurance needed to pass a 
drivers’ test,” Barnes said. 

Barnes noted there are 34 
million drivers over the age of 
55 in the United States. “A 
study by the National Safety 
Council said older drivers are 
more accident prone than 
younger drivers for the num¬ 
ber-miles driven,” she said. 

The program begins this 
week with an advertising blitz 
in local newspapers and the 
placement of posters in local 
businesses. 

“Our eyes provide us with 90 
percent of the information we 
need to drive an automobile 
safely. Yet, it gets more diffi¬ 
cult to see the road as we get 
older. Common eye problems 
of cataracts, glaucoma or re¬ 
tinal disease can keep you from 
driving at night, or keep you 
from passing your drivers’ 
license renewal test,” Barnes 
explained. 

Castleman’s Eye Clinic 
opened 15 years ago in the dow¬ 


nriver area and has been at it’s 
present location for eight 
years. 

‘‘Many eye problems are 
more prevalent among seniors. 
Some problems prevent them 
from driving at night. Older 
people will often attempt to 
memorize the eye chart so they 
can take the driving test and 
pass it. Many seniors are on a 
budget and simply can’t afford 
an eye test,” Barnes said. 

“I love seniors. I cater to 
them. They’re so afraid of los¬ 
ing their eyesight. We like to 
cater to them,” she added. For

Dancers: Polish pride evident in their steps

K rystina Rebuc of Canton is only 
6, but already she is a three- 
year veteran in an ethnic dance 
troupe and so enthusiastic ab¬ 
out her dancing that “she once slept with 
a trophy” she received at a polka festival. 

Her enthusiam is not unusual, accord¬ 
ing to Joanne Ygeal, founder and director 
of the 105-member Polish Centennial Dan¬ 
cers of Plymouth. In fact, Ygeal said, the 
dance group - and their families - are all 
very enthusiastic about the dance troupe. 

Youngsters from several western 
Wayne County communities, including 
Canton Township, Westland and Wayne, 
are numbered among the dancers who 
participate in the festivals, parades and 
community events. 

The dance group is a “family affair” 
with mothers sewing and embroidering 
costumes. Moms, dads and other family 
members assist in the preparations for 
the parades and festivals and coordinate 
transportation to the events which are 
staged as far north as the Houghton Lake 
Polka Festival and as far south as Cedar 
Point, Ohio. Last year their “dream trip” 
to the Rzeszow Dance Festival in Poland 
was cancelled due to the nuclear accident 
at Chernobyl. 

The group earned the top award in the 
Plymouth Fourth of July parade and were 
awarded two second-place ribbons in the 
Sumpter Country Fest Parade. 

Ygeal formed the dance group in 1980 
when she responded to numerous re¬ 
quests for a local ethnic dance group. 
Prior to that time she brought her four 
children to dance classes in Dearborn 
Heights, she said. The group, sponsored 
by the Polish National Alliance, is open to 
youngsters from pre-school to high school 
and college students - and not restricted

to those of Polish descent. Ygeal said, the 
majority of the dancers are of Polish or 
Slovak descent, while others are of Ger¬ 
man heritage. 

The director said the main qualification 
to join the group is “a desire to dance.” 
Prospective students need not have any 
prior training or lessons, she said. 

“Dancers begin their weekly lessons 
with ballet exercises and then practice 
the polka and other folk dances,” Ygeal 
said. “The students also learn about their 
heritage, customs and culture.” 

At the end of every class, Ygeal puts the 
youngsters through some “novelty” 
dances. The younger ones may do a Smurf 
routine or a Mary Poppins number, for 
example. 

“It’s like taking piano lessons and only 
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being able to play Bach and Beethoven 
and not being able to play anything that 
your friends know,” she said. “If the 
youngsters only learn ethnic dances, then 
when their friends ask them about their 
dancing, they wouldn’t have anything to 
show them. By adding some novelty num¬ 
bers, the dancers can bring some of their 
lessons into their own activities. We want 
them to be well-rounded.” 

Some of the dancers also take other 
dance lessons, Ygeal said, but for many 
the PNAC group is the only place where 
they study dancing. 

Openings in the dance group are still 
available this season. Interested indi¬ 
viduals may call Ygeal at 464-1263 or Au- 
deen Wojtowicz at 427-2885 for informa¬ 
tion on the group.
